President’s Message 



To the friends and official family of the College, every 
graduating class becomes a new thrust at the enemy, 
providing new recruits for the forces of righteousness. 
Reaching the ears of this class of 1961 is the age-old 
call from a thousand frontiers, “Come over and help 
us.” Never were the ranks more undermanned than 
today. The advance of the enemy is ominous; the 
forces of the opposition are rapidly increasing, while 
the number of those who carry the message seems to 
barely maintain its numbers, 

A discouraging indifference characterizes the church 
of Jesus Christ, Only a small per cent enter the battle 
as missionaries or witnesses on a full-time basis. Is it 
possible that some of this class, so full of zeal and 
promise, will be wooed from the front ranks, where the 
battle rages, to some place of ease, or succumb to the 
materialistic motives of those who have never known 
the grace of God in redemption?

It is evident there are but two places to walk, in the 
light or in the darkness. It is possible to face the fu¬ 
ture in such a manner that the walk of darkness will 
be avoided and the joy of walking in the Light will be 
the assured experience of the child of God. Paul wrote 
to the Ephesians in 5; 8b, “Walk as children of light,” 

Let me repeat three time-honored principles: First, 
live in the Word, In this light the Psalmist declared 
that he was planted, prosperous and perpetual. Sec¬ 
ond, live in the presence of the Lord. Walk in the 
light. Here is the life of prayer and the consciousness 
that we are not alone, strengthened to do all things 
through Christ. Third, live in the expectancy of our 
Lord's return. To look for Him is to live for Him. 
To love Him is to long for His return. There is no 
place for darkness m a life that is controlled by the 
“Blessed Hope,” 

We would encourage you to seek the hard place— 
the place of challenge, the battle front. Remember, 
in the thick of the battle, with Christ, you are safer than 
in the comforts of the enemy’s territory. If you live 
in a place where existence is impossible without Christ, 
you will see the greatest display of His power and 
glory. There you will radiate His joy and peace and 
many will have occasion to meet the Saviour through

Christian Service 

All the knowledge of facts and methods learned in the classroom 
would be of no avail were they not channeled into practical endeavor. 
Therefore, the Christian Service Department was instituted to facilitate 
the channeling of these spiritual energies. The program provides a well 
rounded sphere of activity, enabling students to participate in such work 
as Bible clubs, Sunday school classes, and the Servicemen’s Center. A 
few of the upper classmen have pastorates and others are spearheading jail 
ministries. Musical talent is utilized in every possible manner. In addi¬ 
tion to their regular assignments, every student is required to engage ir, 
tract distribution, mission meetings, and visitation campaigns. This exten¬ 
sive program is invaluable in training missionaries not only for the 
future but also for the present. 



Visitation Evangelism 


Beginning November 13, 1960, and continuing 
through November 15, I960, W,B,C. sponsored a 
special three-day laboratory course in home visi¬ 
tation evangelism conducted by Mr/ and Mrs. 
Luther T. Cook of the Just Shall Live By Faith 
Mission, Inc, 

The purpose of this program was to enable 
students and staff of W.B.C,, along with any other 
interested persons, to learn by doing the New 
Testament method of evangelism, that is, personal 
evangelism, carried on, at least in part, by a house- 
to-house visitation program. Another aim, which 
was certainly realized in all who participated, was 
for those involved to learn the effectiveness of 
this method, along with the thrills that accompany 
it and the blessings that follow it. 

On Sunday and Monday, Mr. Cook with the 
assistance of Mrs, Cook, demonstrated his own 
methods in home visitation. This was an impor¬ 
tant time of methodical and spiritual preparation 
for the home visitation program that was to be 
inaugurated. 

The apex of the whole program was the actual 
visitation evangelism on the field* The students 
were divided into six teams and each team was 
assigned to work with a fundamental church in 
the greater Washington area. Approximately 90 
young people went out to preach and teach Jesus 
Christ from house to house, and as a result the 
Lord blessed their labor with 16 precious souls 
having professed to receive the Lord Jesus Christ 
as personal Saviour. In addition, some Christians 
were met who were encouraged by this ministry, 
and in all 430 households were contacted and 
483 persons confronted with the Gospel of Christ. 

This concentrated visitation program and in¬ 
struction was brought to a consummation on the 
third day with student testimonies and a closing 
exhortation from Mr, Cook, 
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Light Of Lustrous Events

For many Christians in the nation’s capital who cannot attend the college 
classes in the morning, the administration has offered classes on Thursday evenings* 
All Thursday evening courses are identical with those offered in the regular college 
program and are creditable toward the B. A. degree in Biblical Education. During 
the first semester Dean Francis Wright taught Christian Education of Youth. This 
was a study of the organization and administration to be employed by churches 
and other agencies in dealing with children and adolescents. From her rich mis¬ 
sionary background, Dean Wright gave much useful data concerning the curricula, 
methods, and techniques to be used in this important ministry. 

Professor Willis P. Bishop very ably instructed in the course, Daniel and the 
Minor Prophets. During the second semester. Professor Bishop discussed the 
messages of the prophets, giving attention to their historical setting. In a very 
practical and interesting way, he made clear the interpretation of the prophetic 
contents and also included a brief survey of intertestamental history. His constant 
study in the Word of God is shown through the interesting and illuminating pre- 
sfentation of Daniel and the Minor Prophets.

Through the years the Washington Bible College has encour¬ 
aged extension classes in areas where it was not possible for 
people to attend the classes at the college. This year, five areas 
have been served in this manner.

The Capital Bible Seminary is to be distinguished as a Bible Semi¬ 
nary. As with the Washington Bible College, so with the Seminary, 
the entire curriculum is molded about the Bible as the supreme subject 
for study. This is in contrast to most seminary programs in the 
nation, for they are basically philosophical, with veneer Biblical termi¬ 
nology. Such modem concepts as “the Bible contains the Word of 
God,” or “the Bible becomes the Word of God as you let it” have no 
place in the curriculum of studies. Such views are considered pseudo¬ 
wisdom at its enticingly worst expression. 

The Capital Bible Seminary is unashamedly premillennial. While 
there certainly is no hedging about the personal, physical return of 
Christ to the earth, neither is there any avoidance of the active procla¬ 
mation of the imminent return of Christ. Scriptural representations 
are given the full weight of their own evidence. The possibility of the 
coming of Christ at the very next moment finds its place in the daily 
living and thinking of students and teachers. 

Likewise the Biblical presentation of God’s future program for 
Israel has not been shirked, “My covenant will I not break, nor alter 
the thing that is gone out of my lips” (Psa. 89:34). This distinction 
between what God directly promised to Israel and His revealed pur¬ 
pose for the church forms one of the primary principles for Biblical 
interpretation. 

The approach to studies is with the objective of producing gradu¬ 
ates with a teaching ministry, whether pastors, evangelists, mission¬ 
aries or chaplains.
